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ſaith the Apoſtle. We are in this World 
4s the Children of Iſrael in the Wilderneſs. 
We have the pil'ar of Cloud and Fire, 
we have the Ark of the Covenant, we 
have the Prieſthood Laws and Ordi- 
nances, and we have the Manna of the 
Goſpel of the Grace of God: but ſtill it 
is but a defart, and God is leading of us 
to a City of Habitation, and to the 
Manſions that are prepared for us. We 
are not yet come to our wrai, to which 
our Saviour directs the Eye of our Faith. 
Theſe are future and unſeen, we walk by 
faith not by fight. 

T confeſs it would be but a weak con- 
ccit, and a very low thought, unworthy 
of the Divine Wiſdom and Goodneſs, to 
think that Heaven is divided into fo 
many Cells or Apartments for particular 
Saints. We cannot have any Idea's of 
the future ſtate, that are Adequate to the 
nature of the thing: for Eye hath not 
ſeen, nor Ear heard, neither hath it en- 
tred into the heart of Man, the things 
which Cod hath prepared for them that love 
him: Yet we muſt be careful, that we 
do not entertain ſuch thoughts as would 
repreſent Heaven as unlovely. Doubt- 
leſs there is leſs of Propriety and more of
